UK Center for Excellence in Rural Health teams up with medical 
community for National Colorectal Cancer Awareness Month 



UK Center for Excellence in Rural Health employees in Hazard were 
joined by health care neighbors around the Morton Boulevard campus 
for Wear Blue Day to raise awareness for National Colorectal Cancer 
Awareness Month. 


Employees of the 
University of Kentucky Center 
for Excellence in Rural Health 
(UK CERH) and the North Fork 
Valley Community Health Center 
invited health care neighbors 
from the Morton Boulevard area 
to take a stand in the fight against 
colon cancer during March, 
which is National Colorectal 
Cancer Awareness Month. 

“Our idea was to turn 
the medical campus into a sea of 
blue,” said UK CERH Director 
Fran Feltner. Employees of 
Appalachian Regional Hospital, 
Hospice of the Bluegrass, ARH 
Cancer Center and Hazard 
Community and Technical 
College were quick to jump on 
board with UK to participate in 
the Kentucky Cancer Program’s 
Dress In Blue Day, an event that 
was started in March of 2006 by 
the Colon Cancer Alliance. 

“Increasing colon 
cancer screenings is impor¬ 


tant everywhere, but it is vital 
to Kentuckians, particularly in 
Appalachia, where the rates of 
colon cancer deaths exceed state 
and national averages,” Feltner 
said. 

In the Kentucky River 


Area Development District, 142 
colon cancer deaths occurred 
between 2004 and 2008, accord¬ 
ing to the Kentucky Cancer 
Registry. 

“This is a very troubling 
statistic because screening for 
colorectal cancer can help pre¬ 
vent this disease,” Feltner said. 

The Centers for Disease 
Control and Prevention say 
screening can find precancer- 
ous polyps (abnormal growths), 
so they can be removed before 
they turn into cancer. Screening 
also finds colorectal cancer early, 
when treatment works best. 

The Kentucky Cancer 
Program has free educational 
materials that explain colon can¬ 
cer screening should begin at age 
50 for people with average risk. 
However, anyone who has a per¬ 
sonal or family history of colon 
cancer, or other problems like 
polyps or inflammatory bowel 
disease, for example, should 
speak with their provider about 
earlier screenings. 

This month patients and 
visitors may see health care pro¬ 
fessionals wearing buttons or 
stickers that say, ‘Ask me why 
I’m, blue.’ 

“’Ask me why I’m blue’ 
is a great conversation starter 
and an opportunity for educat¬ 
ing our patients and community 
about the importance of colon 
cancer screenings and healthy

He remembered it clearly 
as he told them about 
spending an entire day 
at the waterfall many, 
many years ago. He 
had only arrived at his 
mother’s home a few 
days before, and had 
been restless and unable 
to sleep. He decided to 
come to the waterfall to 
be alone It was a big 
adjustment being out of 
the Army and returning 
from a terrible war. He 
had been at the waterfall 
for an hour or so, when 
someone yelled his name 
and appeared through the 
clearing. To his shock, 
his younger brother Will 
came walking up to him 
in his uniform. The 
two brothers embraced 
and just stared at each 
other for several long 
minutes. Will did not 
know Clarence had been 
discharged, and Clarence 
didn’t know that Will 
would be home on 
leave for a week. They 


had lost track of each 
other while they were 
in Europe. They started 
talking and each shared 
about the worst experi¬ 
ences they had endured 
in the war. It had felt so 
good to tell his brother 
and to know that he 
would be able to under¬ 
stand what he had been 
through. He did not want 
to burden his mother with 
things she would be upset 
by. The day passed as 
they relived events of the 
last year of war with each 
other. After that day at 
the waterfall, Clarence 
felt as if a weight had 
been lifted off his shoul¬ 
ders. At the end of the 
week’s leave, his brother 
Will had returned to his 
base, to be sent back 
over for another tour of 
duty. Years later, the two 
brothers would talk about 
that day at the waterfall. 
Jake and Liza would 
remember this story for 
years to come.

LEGISLATIVE UPDATE 

By State Representative Marie Rader 

Legislation To Help Victims Of Tornadoes 
Highlights Busy Next To Last Week In Session 


FRANKFORT, Ky. 
c March 23, 2012 ) - With 
only days remaining in the 
2012 Legislative Session, 
the pace of consideration 
and approval of bills picked 
up this past week. 

At the top of 
the list of bills passed in 
the House is one that offers 
a tax rebate to those who 
were greatly impacted 
by recent tornadoes that 
struck the Commonwealth. 
House Bill 165 provides 
individuals and businesses 
in the 21 counties declared 
Federal disaster areas 
from the February 29th 
and March 2nd storms 
to receive a refund on 
the sales tax charged on 
building supplies. 

Numerous homes 
and businesses in areas like 
Laurel, Morgan, Magoffin, 
Kenton and Russell County 
were severely damaged 
during these storms, and 
we in the House recognize 
that the road to recovery 
can be long. I’m pleased 



that we came together in 
a bi-partisan manner and 
placed the lives of our 
people above partisanship 
in passing this legislation 
quickly. 

The continued 
debate over whether to 
make pseudoephedrine 
available by prescription 
moved to the House 
Judiciary Committee this 
past week. Senate Bill 
3, which would place 
limits on the amount of 
pseudoephedrine a person 
could purchase without a 
prescription, was passed by 
a vote of 10-4. Under the 
bill if a person exceeded 
the monthly amount 
they could only purchase 
pseudoephedrine with a 
doctor’s prescription. 

Advocates of Senate 
Bill 3 say the legislation 
is needed to combat the 
methamphetamine trade in 
rural parts of Kentucky that 
is tearing apart families and 
in some instances leading 
to deaths, while opponents 
argue the bill punishes law 


abiding citizens for the 
criminal actions of others 
and believe this bill is 
taking the eventual step of 
making pseudoephedrine 
a prescription only 
medication. It remains to 
be seen whether Senate Bill 
3 will be voted on by the 
full House in the remaining 
days of the session. 

Another bill 
that was debated but not 
voted upon was Senate Bill 
1, which was discussed in 
the House Appropriations 
and Revenue Committee. 
Senate Bill 1 proposed 
to cap Kentucky’s debt 
service ratio at six percent. 
In other words Senate Bill 
1 would make sure our debt 
service shall be no more 
than six percent of what we 
do take in. 

Senate Bill 1 
is good fiscal policy and 
a responsible way for 
Kentucky to reduce its 
debt. Passing a bill like 
this, along with tackling 
real comprehensive tax 
reform, is the path we 


need to take to make our 
Commonwealth more 
financially responsible to 
you the taxpayer. Many 
of you have tightened your 
belts during these tough 
economic times, and there 
is no reason why we cannot 
follow your example. 

Next week 
should be a busy one for 
us in the General Assembly 
as we should receive 
the budget bills from 
the Senate. Depending 
on if the other chamber 
makes any significant 
changes to the budget 
bills to the executive and 
transportation budgets will 
determine when we select 
a conference committee of 
House and Senate members 
to potentially iron out an 
agreement.

Frankfort Report 


FRANKFORT 
While we passed several 
important bills this week, 
my time was dominated 
with review of the House’s 
proposal, House Bill 265, 
for the state’s two-year 
budget. The plan will be 
roughly $9 billion a year 
or $18 billion total. The 
Senate crafted a financially 
responsible budget that 
reflects what every family 
in the Commonwealth has 
had to face during the last 
several years - less money. 
We needed to decide what 
was necessary as opposed to 
what would be nice to have. 
People decide between 
paying their mortgage or 
going on vacation, paying 
their utility bill or going 
to the movies. While the 
Senate budget provides for 
social services, education, 
public safety, and 
necessary infrastructure, 
we are mindful that we 
cannot afford some things 
that, while nice or even 
beneficial to have, are 
not ultimately critical. Of 
course, as the nation’s and 
our economies improve, we 
will continue to evaluate 
and review our revenues as 
compared to our needs and 
I believe this budget will 
make us stronger for the 
future. 

The Senate passed 
Senate Bill 134 which 
would facilitate returning 
military who have certain 


specialty skills such as 
heating and cooling to 
obtain certification in 
Kentucky. SB 134 allows a 
current or former member 
of the United States Armed 
Forces to qualify for a 
journeyman license if he 
or she has been trained as a 
journeyman by the military 
and actively served in that 
occupation during his or 
her military service. We 
are grateful to the men 
and women who serve and 
it is not just to make their 
transition back to civilian 
life more difficult. 

The Senate also 
passed several other bills 
to lay the groundwork for 
a prosperous future. If 
you ask business-owners 
what kinds of things the 
government can do to 
help them, one of their 
top answers will be to tell 
government to get out of 
the way. Senate Bill 4 
applies a moratorium on 
administrative regulations 
as the Governor determines 
which regulations to keep 
in place, amended, or 
repealed altogether. The 
Governor can then reissue 
the regulations he deems 
important and these will go 
through the usual legislative 
review. The purpose of SB 
4 is to rein in what many 
feel is out-of-control red- 
tape. We need to look at 
these regulations with fresh 
eyes and make sure they 
still have a constructive 


purpose. 

By now, it is common 
knowledge that math and 
science skills are important 
to students as they prepare 
for either a vocational track 
or college and future jobs. 
Senate Bill 11 will provide 
financial incentives to 
teachers, based on student 
achievement on Advanced 
Placement (AP) or 
International Baccalaureate 
(IB) tests in advanced 
science and mathematics. 
AdvanceKentucky, a 
private-public educational 
partnership, has similar 
programs in many of our 
public high schools and has 
experienced wild success as 
students score well enough 
to obtain college credit, 
saving both them and their 
parents’ money. In 2010, 
AdvanceKentucky high 
schools represented a 53% 
increase in math/science/ 
English AP qualifying 
scores (3 or above) above 
2009. Qualifying scores 
among low-income 

students went up 109%. 
This is an investment in our 
future. 

We also must 
continue to be conservative 
and frugal with the state 
funds (your tax-dollars) we 
do have. Senate Bill 118 
will require all applicants 
for public benefits to 


either present a legitimate 
document verifying 

United States citizenship 
or submitting an affidavit 
verifying legal residency 
here. These are your tax 
funds, and you should have 
the assurance that they 
benefit U.S. citizens. 

Finally, the Senate 
passed Senate Bill 213 
which provides transitional 
living support for young 
people who have aged out 
of the foster care system 
but still feel that they need 
a support system. A youth 
may choose, before they are 
19, to extend or reinstate 
his or her commitment to 
the Cabinet of Health and 
Family Services to the age 
of 21. This means that the 
children will continue to 
be eligible for educational, 
residential, and 

psychological support to 
help ensure they will grow 
into productive members of 
society. 

Next week, we will 
be entering in a conference 
committee with the House 
to hammer out differences 
in our budget proposals. 
The Senate will also be 
voting on the state’s road 
plan. 

There is still time to 
call me with any questions 
or concerns about pending 
legislation.

FUNDS AVAILABLE FOR LOCAL PROJECTS 
THROUGH THE PROMISE NEIGHBORHOOD INITIATIVE 

The Berea College Promise Neighborhood Initiative recently announced funding is available for 
schools, community-based programs and faith-based organizations in Clay, Jackson and Owsley 
counties for projects that support the mission of the Initiative. Promise Neighborhood works to build 
a network of cradle-to-career educational, family and community supports centered on local school 
districts. Programs and activities must work to achieve the following project goals: 

Improve academic achievement, especially in math and language arts. 

Help children, ages birth to five, be ready-to-learn when they enter kindergarten. 

Help children experience, explore and participate in the arts. 

Improve health and well being by addressing childhood obesity and promoting physical activity. 
Provide career exploration and connection opportunities for students. 

Help students of all ages become college-ready. 

Promise Neighborhood is a federally funded program and organizations applying for funds must 
have tax-exempt status and agree to abide by federal regulations including data collection, financial 
reporting and evidence of a dollar for dollar match of funds (in-kind or cash). Interested programs 
without tax-exempt status should contact Promise Neighborhood staff for help applying for funding 
through partnerships. The Initiative will fund new or expanded projects or activities, but cannot fund 
full-time personnel, construction, renovation and equipment. 

For example, a summer school program might help students with academic work on reading and 
math, and include physical activity and creative arts elements. Another program could combine a visit 
to a college or university with an out-of-town career exploration activity. The Promise Neighborhood 
grant works to deepen family and community supports for students. Therefore projects that engage 
parents and guardians in child and student growth are encouraged. 

The expected range of funding is between $3,000 and $30,000. Applications must include a three- 
to five- page proposal and a detailed budget. To request the cover sheet and budget forms, contact 
Ginny Ann Blackson, ginny_blackson@berea.edu<mailto:ginny_blackson@berea.edu>. Proposals 
will be accepted between March 1,2012 and June 30,2012 for projects that take place between April 
1 and July 31,2012. Promise Neighborhood plans to release another request for proposals for the 
2012-2013 school year and summer in July 2012.

Quality, affordable housing is no longer just wishful thinking in Owsley 
County. Partnership Housing, hampered by a lack of operating funds 
and available land, dedicated the first home in 2007. This home was 
done in partnership with Kentucky Mountain Housing and used a variety 
of funds including HOME funds from Kentucky Housing Corporation, 
Federal Home Loan Bank of Cincinnati funds, Appalachian Regional 
Commission funds and a loan from Farmers State Bank. In September 
of 2009, Partnership Housing was approved for a Rural Housing and 
Economic Development (RHED) grant which included money for a 
tract of land. In 2010 Partnership Housing began to look for a piece of 
property suitable for a subdivision. After much advertising and search¬ 
ing, Partnership Housing located twenty three acres located just past the 
intersection of Hwy 30 West and Hwy 846. This beautiful piece of land 
was hidden away from the road by woodlands. Partnership Housing 
purchased the property, had an environmental study done, had the lots 
sectioned off and got ready to build. 

In addition to funds for the land purchase, the RHED grant allocated 
funds to help build 3 quality and energy efficient houses for low to 
moderate income residents in Owsley County. Partnership Housing 
already had eligible participants ready to build. The first home was 
completed in the subdivision in 2011, the second home was just com¬ 
pleted and the third is under construction. These first three homes have 
HOME funds, RHED funds, USDA loan funds and Farmers State Bank 
loan funds invested in them. In addition to the construction of new 
homes, Partnership Housing does some major home repairs for eligible 
participants. 


Turning Dreams into Reality 

For a family of four, living off a small income, owning their own home 
seemed more like a fantasy than an actual possibility even though as 
the father said, “My daughter’s bedroom even has mold growing on 
the wall!” However, with an organization like Partnership Housing in 
your comer, dreams do come tme. This family became the first to own 
a home on Maple Lick Subdivision in Owsley County. With the help of 
RHED and HOME grant funding paired with a loan from Farmers State 
Bank, this family was able to build this affordable, three bedroom, two 
bath, modem home. 

In the two years that Lou Verna Kelly lived in a small two bedroom 
apartment with three grandchildren under the age of ten, she never 
dreamed that her grandchildren would have a yard to play in or a room 
to call their own. However, with the help of Partnership Housing, 
RHED, ARC, and HOME grant funds and a loan from Farmers State 
Bank, Vem and her three grandchildren have just moved into a four bed¬ 
room, two bath 1396 sq ft home located on a 1.43 acre lot. At last those 
children are able to get outside and play as children are meant to do!

The lots range from 0.79 to 3.40 
acres depending on how the land lays. Partnership Housing is able to 
assist those who qualify in obtaining roughly $40,000 in grant funding to 
go toward the construction of a new home. The remaining funds needed 
to build the homes are obtained by the client through a financial institu¬ 
tion. Credit concerns are not a problem. Partnership Housing can help 
an individual work on credit issues at no extra cost. Partnership Housing 
can sometimes assist with major home repairs, also.
